Below will be found a complete 
report of votes polled in the Glei- 
chen constituency on the new 
Liquor Act,‘which has been kindly 
supplied the Catt by W. W.Brown,’ 
the returning officer. 

Also will be found a report as 
complete as it is now possil#le to 
obtain it of tne entire province, 

The total votes polled in the 
Gleichen constituency was 1295, of 
which 804 were in favor of the Act 
and 491 opposed, leaving a majority 
of 213 in its favor. 

A change has been made in the 
regulations and no recount will be 
made by the returning officers as 
previously anounced. Instead the 
returning officers of each constitu- 
eney will accept the returns of their 
deputies and make an official return 
accordingly to Edmonton. Should 
there be a dispute a supreme court 
judge will make the recount.

things and if any of these four be 
absent, maximum egg production need 
not be expected, says a new bulletin 
from Purdue University Agricultural

The Cold Storage Egg 
Rhode Island Passes a Bill to Regulate | 
Sale of Eggs 

Following is the text of the bill, aim 
ing to define and regulate the sale of 
cold storage eggs as passed by the

“Section I, The term ‘cold storage | 
eggs,’ as used in thidact, shall be con- 
| strued to mean eggs that have been ar- 
tificially cooled for 30 days or more at 


Fahreinheit, and no other eggs shall | 
be sold as ‘cold storage eggs.’ 

“Section 2. Whenever ‘cold storage 
eggs’ are sold at wholesale or retail, 
package, box or other container in 
which the eggs are placed or delivered 
shall be marked plainly and conspic- 
nously with the words ‘cold storage 
eggs,’ or there shal be attached to 
such container a placard or sign hay- 
ing on it the said words, 

“If ‘cold storage eggs’ are sold at 
retail or offered or exposed for sale 
without a container, or placed upon a | 
| counter or elsewhere, a sign or pla- 
card having the words ‘cold storage 
eggs’ plainly and conspicuously mark- 
ed upon it shall be displayed in, upon 
or immediately above the said eggs; 
| the display of the words ‘cold storage 
eggs’ as required by this act shall be 
in letters not less than one inch in 
and shall le done in such a 
mInanner as is provided by the board 
of food and drug commissioners, 

“Section 3. Any person, firm or cor- 
Violating any of the provi- 
sions of this act shall be punished by 
/a fine of not less than $10 nor more 
than $100 for each offence. 

“Section 4, The board of food and

same duties and powers relative to the 
| making of rules and regulations here- 
; under and relative to the enforcement 
of this act as is or shall be conferred 
upon them by Chapter 188 of the Gen- 
;eral Laws with reference to other 
| foods,

Alberta Taking the Lead in Practical 

Work Along Educational Lines 

It has been public property for some 
time that the agrici ltural schools es- 
tablished by the department of ag 
culture for Alberta are proving an un 
qualified success, The most caustic 
critice of the scher.e have long ago 
acknowledged that the minister of 
agriculture was right and they were 
wrong. These schools have accom- 


| plished something which all the agri-| but wl 
Heultural colleges 


lave failed to do, 
namely, they have reached the maxi- 
mun) numbey of boys on the farms and 
have given them practical scientific in- 
struction without in any way weaning 
them + from the farms. They have 
taken hold of the boys and the girls 
who have had guch limited opportuni- 
tles of education that they could not 
have been admitted to any college, and 
have made them fee! that their practi- 


| cal knowledge of farm ccnditions was 


an off-set to their ‘eck of book learn- 
ing, and having saved their gelf-re- 
spect in this way, have stimulated 


their ambition to add the knowledge 


j obtainable from pooks to their prac- 


tical experience. 

In the carpenter shop of the school 
at Olds during the past winter the 
boys made models of the buildings 
which this summer will help their 
fatherg to erect on the home farms. 
The boy who took a model home with 
him knew 


knew to a foot of lumber and a pound 
of cement the material required and 
what {t would cost to build. The great 
beauty of the instruction at these 
schools is that nothing is attempted 
which a boy may not later do on his 
own farm if he have patience and 


| perseverance, 


The girls 
are not only receiving instruction in 
domestic science, dress making, and 
laundry work, but they are rec iving 
exactly the same instruction as the 
boys in poultry raising, horticulture 
and dairying. 

While the schools are closed during 
the summer, work in connection with 
the schools by ne means ceases. The 
carried 
on last year Is this year being increas. 
ed to herds of three cows instead of in- 
dividuals, and a very large number of 
students have entered the competi- 
tion. The prizes given for these cor 


petitions are pure bred stock, and the] 


successful competitor can choose a 
calf, pig or sheep, Last year 30 young 
animals were distributed in this Way. 
The competitions gre open to both 
boys and girls, and last year one of 
the successful competitors was a girl. 

Another competition that is being 
carried on is that of growing alfalfa 
seed. Three prizes are offered—$25 
$15 and $10—for the best bushel of al. 
falfa seed to be delivered in 1916, Al- 
ready 74 boys have entered this com- 
petition, and 
over Alberta from Cardston on 
south to Vermilion on the north. None 


}Of this seed will be’ grown under irri- 


gation, 

The money for these prizes was 
donated by several of the large lumber 
companies in Alberta. The head of one 
of these companies, noting how much 
was being said by the Bankers’ associ- 
ation about mixed farming, went to 
the Hon. Duncan Marshall and asked 
him if there was anything that they 
could do to help. Mr. Marshall seized 
the opportunity anc told the lumber- 
man that he would like $150 to distri- 
bute in prizes for the growing of al- 
falfa seed, This would be $50 for each 
school divided as above. The lumber- 
man went away and came back in a 
few days with the money. While so far 
no girls have entered the competition, 
it is open to them should they wish to 
do so. 

During the summer a number of 
special women institute meetings will 
be held, and the instructors of domes- 
tic science from the different schools 
will seek to bring the advantages of 
these schools directly home to the 
mothers of the province. In addition to 
this there will be a demonstration 
train which will give special attention 
to the newer lines of railway, particu- 
larly in the northern part of the proy- 
ince, 

Alberta is not to he without its 
agricultural college, however. An agri- 
cultural college section of the univers 
ity will open next October with a com- 
petent faculty. This will give an op- 
portunity to the boys who wish to gO 
further than the two years’ course of 
the agricultural schools, to obtain ade- 
quate training and obtain a degree. Dr, 
Tory, the head of the lniversity, has 
been very keen on this for some time, 
and already a deat of agriculture in 
the person of BE, A. Ho./es, B.S.A., has 
been selected.—Free Press

ideal, Do not let the matter of a 
few dollars sidetrack you, especially 
in selecting the herd sire. It is not 
what we buy, but what we breed and 
develop that determines our destiny 
as a breeder, 

It isfot far greater credit to a 
breeder to go into the. show ring with 
a line of animals of his own breed- 
ing and win out, than it is to score 
the same winnings with a buneh that 
he has either bought or borrowed.

Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law prescrioes 
that the party who takes upan estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law bein 
very strictin this matter. The bran 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10c per 
mile, notto exceed 30 miles. The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed, he party 
holding the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redeemed 
by the owner, No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 15th day of November. 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 1c per head per day is allowed for 
horses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the suin of nine dollars, South of the 
29th township only five cents a day is 
allowed for feed and the total cost is 
limited to three dollars,

CAN COUNTRY TOWN BE SAVED FROM DECLINE 


Prof. A. R. Mann, of the New York State College of Agriculture, 
A Careful Observer, Considers the Problem in the Com- 
munity Aspect, in an Article for the Banker-Farmer 


By country town we mean the rural 
Village, town or city that depends 
primarily on its agricultural back 
#round, that lives largely on the sur- 
rounding country. It is the settlement 
of a few hundred or a few thousand 
persons, hemmied in on all sides by 
farms and reached from all directions 
by roadways that lead out into the 
open country and over which much of 
its trade travels, 
relation of this settlement to its Jand 
basis, to its trade area, is mow recog: 
nized as one of the immediate issues 
in country life progress, 

Much of the traditional separation 
between town'and country is due to 
what we may call natural causes, re- 
resulting from the conditions under 
which the towns have developed. The 
town hag its separate political organi- 
zation, its own government, Its own 
enterprises to support by taxation} 
from within, and it has been interest- 
ed mostly in jts @wn development by 
attracting trade, seeking to establish 
urban industries, and cherishing an 
ambition to pecome a third-class city. 
The corporation line has been a 
boundary between town and country, 
with the tide of trade flowing from 
the country to the town without a 
counter-balancing movement from the 
town oul into the country to develop 
its resources and foster its life 


the trade of the town; and the public 
improvements resulting from this 
weulth have been largely applied to 
the betterment of the town itself. The 
material resources of the country have 
crossed the boundary jnto the town; 
and now for some time the human re- 
sources, good farmers, have been con- 
tributed to the upbuilding of the town, 
Not infrequently they, too, have be- 
tome town-centered and neglectful of 
the interests of the farms which gave 


them their competence. The farmer 
has come to feel that ¢he townsman | 
is selfish-—that he seeks

to buy a third ox, the manager would 
nearly throw a fit, There were a lot 
of homesteaders in the north with 
great courage ind little money, and 
unless some means could be found to 
finance them, the progress of the 
country was bound to be slow, There 
was one homesteader in his district, 
for instance, who had a team of 
horses, weighing twelve hundred 
pounds, which were too light for the 


work, and the homesteader couldn't 
{borrow a cent at a bank in the city. 
He had heen struggling for four years 
‘to get an extra horse. If he were in 
; Kansas he wonld be able to borrow 
enough money to change those 
| twelve-hundred horses into sixteen- 
‘hundred. That would increase the 
capacity without increasing the ex- 
penses. 

It might be argued that the estab- 
lishment of the smaller banks would 


be bad for the larger banks, but that 
did not turn out to be the case in 
Kansas.for whereas in 1891, when 
| the law was passed, there were 100 
| National banks, there were now 211, 
Formerly the banks used to skin a 
farmer as quickly as possible, and 
jthen look for another sucker. Now 
}the banks are finding out that it 
| pays to give an honest farmer credit, 


;}8o that he can take the wealth out 
;of the soil and thus increase the 
| Wealth of the state. 

The small banks in Kansas had 


‘also wonderfully helped the live stock 
industry. A farmer could go to a 
{commission man, who would buy his 
cattle, add together the cost of the 
cattle and commission and freight, 
und take a chattle mortgage for the 
amount, and he bank would handle 
the note, Banks in Canada did not 
do business of that kind.

A Question 
With Two Sides 


Manufacturers Approve New Tariff 
and Think the Farmers Should 
be Satisfied 

The current issue of 
Canada, the organ of the 
Manufacturers’ association, devotes 
considerable space to comment upon 
the new taxes imposed by the budget. 
It is not surprising to find that the 
manufacturers’ organ warmly ap- 
proves of the decision of the finance 
minister to endeavor to raise as much 
as possible of the revenues required 
by an increase in the tariff, but at the 
same time Industrial Canada restrains 
its joy to some extent, and points out 
that even manufacturers will have to 
pay some additional taxes in this 
time of stress. The budget is dealt 
with by Industrial Canada under the 
heads; “How Manufacturers Are Af- 
fected,” “How Farmers Are Affected, 
and “How Consumers Are Affected,” 
and it is only natural that under the 
first of these heads the manufactur- 
ers’ organ should exaggerate the bur- 
den of the new taxes, while under 
the remaining heads it seeks to show 
that the increases of the tariff will, 
after all, cause a very slight increase 
in prices, It is admitted that the 
manufacturers will be benefitted by 
the increases of protection, which, it 
is asserted, will diminish the flood of 
foreign goods sent into the country, 
while farmers, it is stated, were given 
especially good treatment by the gov- 
ernment in the fact that the duty on 
binders, mowers, traction ditchers and 
binder twine was not raised. Ths 
manufacturers, in sother words, can 
rejoice for what has heen 
them, while the farmers have to be 
thankful that more was not taken 
away from them, 

To read Industrial 
would ‘think that the 
forgetting their own ‘“Made-in-Can- 
ada” camp.cign, were thesonly people 
who imported foreign goods. They will 
have to pay more, it is pointed out, 
on account of the dufies on their raw 
material, more for their bituminous 
more for machine oil, more for 
machinery, equipment and building 
materials. “As farmers,” it is stated, 
on the other hand, “are not, as a rule, 
extensive importe they will not be 
affected to any great degree,” while 
“to the great mass of individual con- 
sumers,” it is asserted, “the tariff in- 
crease will be practically negligible.”

C. W. Barron, of Wall Strect 


Journal, Shows that Economic 


Reasons were Largely Responsible for the Outbreak of 
Hostilities—Many Problems to be Settled 


“The Germans have at Berlin the 
most complete bureau of information 
to be found anywhere in the world. 
They know everything and understand 
nothing. They had no measurement 
in Germany to gauge the soul of a 
nation such as that of the British em- 
pire,’ declared Mr. C, W. Barron, in 
his address before the Montreal Can- 
adian club recently. 

Mr, Barron, who is head of the Wall

Germans Need Copper 


Shells Are Now Being Gathered and 
Re-used by the Germans 

How long will 
ridges last in a war of the size of the 
present one? How much copper has 
Germany on hand from whicli to make 
new cartridges for the infantry rifles 
and machine guns, and drying bands 
for the shells of all sizes? Great 
Britain has declared copper contra- 
band of war, and is tryiag to stop its 
going to any port whence it might 
Germany. Other things might 
end the war more speedily, but when 
the supply of copper quits then the 
war quits likewise, The Germans are 
reported to have had nearly 5,000,000,- 
000 rifle cartridges on hand when war 
broke out. They probably have 4,000,- 
000 men under arms, possibly more 
They have thousands of machine guns 
each of which eats up cartridges as 
fast as a whole infantry — battalion. 
Twelve hundred and fifty rounds per 
soldier, excluding the machine guns, 
and the 5,000,000,000 cartridges are 
gone, Without doubt the Germans are 
reduced already to picking up the fired 
cases when it is feasible to do so. 
Trench fighting is particularly well 
adapted to this purpose, while from a 
machine gun the ejected cases are 
thrown #6 uniformly that a basket 
would catch practically all of tlm. 


wel] adapted to being reloaded. The 
American government reloads the 
fired rifle cartridges, and the require- 
ments specify that each case must 
stand 20 such reloadings without split- 
ting or giving away at any spot. Hun- 
dreds of tl ousands of fired cartridges 
are reloaded by the United States 
army each year, because while the 
complete loaded cartridges cost 2% 
cents, the case itself costs nearly 1% 
cents, a saving of 60 per cent. through 
reloading. 


The Potato 


Wheat as an Article of 
Staple Food 

Although it is recorded that the po- 
tato (Solanun tuberosum) was used as 
human fogd more than a thousand 
years ago, its culture did not extend 
beyond the boundaries of South Amer- 
ica until abott the middle of the six- 
teenth century. To Sir Walter Raleigh 
is credited the introduction of the po- 
tato into Kngland and in 1686 it was 
definitely known to have been grown 
in Ireland, Since that time the culti- 
vation of this crop has extended over 
the civilized globe. So great has the 
reliance ypon it become that when 
blight occurred in’ Europe at various 
times during the past three-quarters of 
a century, the failure of the crop was 
attended by serious famine conditions 

The potato has acquired a position 
next to wheat, for human consumption 
in the annual field crops of the world 
and enormous quartities are utilized 
in the arts and for stock food. The 
world’s crop of potetoes exceeds that 
of wheat by some two billion bushels. 
Valuing wheat at one dollar and po- 
tutoes at fifty cents per bushel, the 
world’s crop in 1912 may be set down 
at an approximate worth of $3,800,- 
000,000 for wheat and $3,000,000,000 
for potatoes. Last year the figures for
